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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to Applicant's Amendments, filed on January 12, 2005 
have been considered but are deemed moot in view of new ground of rejections below. 

2. Claims 10-11 and 13-14 are amended. Claims 1-9 and 12 are canceled. Claim 
15 is newly added. The pending claims are 10-1 1 and 13-15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 
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4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yehuda et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,266,683, hereinafter, "Yehuda"). 

With respect to claims 15, Yehuda discloses, creating a discussion document 
(72, fig. 2A, collection of a single version or revision of some or all of the related 
document) using a template (each 72 is documents template, fig. 2A) obtained 
responsive to attributes of a user and a work process, see (fig. 2A, fig. 3, by uploading 
new distribution, col. 5, lines 51-67 to col. 6, lines 41); associating material information 
(74, content of the documents, fig. 2A.) with the discussion document, see (72, fig. 2A, 
col. 5, lines 51-67 to col. 6, lines 41); transmitting (84, releasing. Fig. 3) the discussion 
document to a discussion participant, see (84, fig. 3, release distribution to participants, 
col. 1 1 , lines 30-65); allowing the discussion participant to search the material 
information, see (col. 6, lines 8-30, document is a divisible document 74 or an indivisible 
document 76 is preferably determined by parsing the document itself and searching for 
recognizable structure which enables the document to be segmented); and allowing the 
discussion participant to provide comments about the discussion document, see (86, fig. 
3, col. 11, lines 52-65).
